HOW CABLE MESSAGES ARE RECEIVED. 

Until the fore part of November the French 
cable, having its terminus at North Eastliam, 
Mass., employed the flash system of signal¬ 
ing. Now the cable is worked duplex on the 
Sterns system, using, an automatic recorder, 
by which the messages are received in ink on 
a narrow strip of paper. 

By the system which has been displaced 
the messages were spelled out by Hashing a 
ray of light back and forth across a standard 
line, the right and left flashes corresponding 
with the dots and dashes of the ordinary tele¬ 
graphic alphabet. 

In this system the light is flashed by re¬ 
flection from an extremely light mirror,which 
is turned to right and left by the opposing in¬ 
fluences of positive and negative impulses. 
This system has the advantage of being op¬ 
erated with very slight electric impulses, but 
also the disadvantage of leaving no perma¬ 
nent record. 

To secure the latter very important end the 
recording instrument has been adopted. The 
press dispatch announcing the change states 
that in the new record the ink is discharged 
by the agency of electricity, and ‘not by cap¬ 
illary attraction, as in other cable record¬ 
ers.’ This statement is incorrect, electricity 
being now similarly employed in the record¬ 
ing instruments used at Heart’s Content, the 
Newfoundland station of the Anglo Ameri¬ 
can Company's cables. 

A recent visitor to Heart’s Content de¬ 
scribes as follows the method of receiving 
messages at that point: ‘The recorder is a 
horseshoe magnet, electrified by the usual 
circles of fine wire, aq^l attracting a small 
metallic coil. The coil is hung between the 
magnetic poles, and by a light lever and 
thread almost as fine as the strand of a cob¬ 
web is connected with a delicate siphon hung 
in a little reservoir of ink. The ink is elec¬ 
trified, so as to produce a repulsion of tbe 
particles, making it flow more readily through 
the siphon, which outside is about the size of 
a darning needle, and the interior tube 
scarcely larger than a hair. The lower end 
of the siphon rests against a paper tape play¬ 
ing perpendicularly through rollers. The 
whole machine is almost of gossamer fineness 
and flexibility, so as to minimize the electric 
strain necessary for working the cable. 

Let us imagine now that a coming message 
has been signalled from far across the ocean 
at Valencia. The operator at first opens the 
simple machinery that works the brass rollers. 
On the center of the tape, as it passes be¬ 
tween the rollers, the siphon at first marks 
only a straight line. Suddenly the line 
swerves to the right or left. The message 
has started, ami the end of the siphon lias be¬ 
gun its record. Worked by two keys, and 
positively or negatively electrified. Hie coil 
swings the siphon point now to one side, now 
to the other, along the tape. Responsive to 
the trained hand of the operator, the fila¬ 
ment ot ink marks out one notch,two notches, 
three notches; then suddenly it may be a 
high elevation or depression until the deli¬ 
cate line traced ou the tape looks like the 
tiny outline of a mountain range. But it is a 
range whose every hilltop, peak and valley 
means an alphabetical symbol to the telegra¬ 
pher’s eye. The recorder is the invention of 
the famuus electrician, Sir William Thomson. 
How delicate an interpreter it is may be in¬ 
ferred from the fact that ten jars work 1,800 
miles of cable between Valenia and Heart's 
Content, while twenty-five jars of the same 
electric power would be needed to work 350 
miles of land wire; in other words, the re¬ 
corder is more than twelve times as efficient 
for its purpose as the ordinary Morse instru¬ 
ment. The recorder traces its characters on 
the tape about as fast as a slow penman cop¬ 
ies a letter. Besides its delicacy of work,the 
recorder, as its name imports, has the name 
of leaving the record of the message.— Scien¬ 
tific American.

When the late emperor was 
made a prisoner at Sedan, Gambetta came to 
the front and for a lime was virtual dictator 
of France, developing rapidly those qualities 
of mind and leadership which have made him 
one of the foremost men of his country. 

President Aktuur's New Year’s recep¬ 
tion on Monday was brought to an abrupt anil 
sad termination by the sudden death of Hon. 
Elisha H. Allen, the Hawaiian minister. He 
had just passed into the cloak-room alter 
greeting the President, when he was pros¬ 
trated by a sudden attack of angina pectoris, 
and died in a few moments. Mr. Allen was 
a native of this Slate, had represented Maine 
in Congress, lor many years held high official 
positions in Hawaii and had represented that 
country at Washington lor the last 12 years. 

Connecticut Democrats have been feel¬ 
ing very unhappy of late, for fear that the Ke- 
publicans would count out their officers. At 
the late election the Democrats at New Haven 
used black ballots, the names of candidates 
being in white. This was a clear violation of 
law, and if the illegal ballots were thrown out 
the Republican candidates would be elected; 
but Mr. Bulkelev, the Republican candidate 
for Governor, announced that he would not 
accept the office on any such technicality, and 
the Democratic officials will enjoy their offi¬ 
ces unmolested. Hereafter they will doubt¬ 
less make the color of their ballots conform to 
the requirements of the law. 

THE GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 

Gov. Butler literally and emphatically 
spread himself in his inaugural address,which 
was delivered before the Legislature and a 
host of admiring friends on Thursday. The 
address would fiii nearly three solid pages of 
the Journal, and yet he confesses that there 
are several matters to which he merely al¬ 
ludes, and which he will make the subject of 
special messages when he has had time to 
study them up more. It is fearful to contem¬ 
plate what his message would have been, had 
he fully matured his views on all the subjects 
presented. But it is the chance of a life-time 
with him, and he improves it fully. The ad¬ 
dress is able, smart and Butlery. He finds 
little to commend in the State’s alfairs; there 
are flaws everywhere, as he looks at things. 
Some of his suggestions are good, and others 
are ridiculously bad. 

The first important matter which Governor 
Butler lakes up is that relating to the pre-req¬ 
uisite of paying a poll-tax in order to vote. 
He admits that every citizen ought to pay his 
share of the public burdeu, but the penally of 
refusal or failure should not be “disfranchise¬ 
ment and the loss of citizenship.” Another 
objection to the poll-tax pre-requisite is that 
it leads to the payment ot poll-taxes by polit¬ 
ical managers,which iie declares to be a “vi¬ 
cious practice,” because “it debauches the 
voters, debases the payer, and corrupts politi¬ 
cal action.” We are bound to accept His Ex¬ 
cellency’s testimony upon this point, because 
it is probably based upon the largest experi¬ 
ence directly or indirectly in this use of the 
sinews of political campaigns. He suggests 
that poll-taxes be assessed and collected ear-. 
Her in the year, and allow a citizen to cancel 
his State and county tax by exercising the 
right of suffrage! He would have registra¬ 
tion continued to “the hour ol opening the 
polls,” which has always been a fruitful source 
of ballot box frauds wherever it has been 
practiced. His suggestion that all votes be 
enclosed in self-sealing envelopes is entitled 
to favorable consideration, as is that relative 
to making election day a holiday. Oa the 
other hand, his suggestions that State and 
municipal elections should be held on the 
same day, and that municipal courts be cloth¬ 
ed with power to issue naturalization papers, 
are unwise. 

Many of Governor Butler’s criticisms re¬ 
specting the reformatory, correctional and 
pauper institutions of the State would be en¬ 
titled to sincere attention were it not so pain¬ 
fully evident that he appears in the character 
of a prosecutor rather than an impartial mag¬ 
istrate. If the lists of employes are larger 
than are needed, If they live at the expense of 
the State, investigation will show it, and such 
investigation should be made by the Legisla¬ 
ture or by some tribunal under its direction 
which will impartially scrutinize all charges. 
He makes some good suggesti ons, such, for 
instance, as the classification of insane pa¬ 
tient and the giving a hospital to each class; 
that it will be time to undertake the education 
of the idiotic when every bright child within 
the State is educated; that good behavior 
and industry on the part ot the State Brison 
couvict should be rewarded by diminution of 
the term of sentence, and that each prisoner 
have a percentage of the receipts of the pris¬ 
on for labor when discharged if his industry 
warrants it. 

The Governor’s attack upon the system of 
public education contains something of good. 
There is a growing feeling that practical and 
technical instruction should occupy a larger 
space in our common schools. He devotes 
considerable space to the subject of taxation, 
but, except so far as he points to the efforts 
of other States to make all property contrib¬ 
ute to the public treasury, fails to give any 
suggestions that will be of value to the legis¬ 
lature, except the guarded intimation that 
farmers should be granted further exemption. 
He urges that all unnecessary offices be abol¬ 
ished, and informs the Legislature that no 
easier way of reducing expenses can be found 
than to make its session short. 

His declarations about civil service reform 
are largely valueless because they are vague. 
He displays his usual gallantry on the woman 
suffrage question. He would let the women 
vote if a majority will vote that they want to 
vote. He is silent upon temperance legisla¬ 
tion. 

The closing paragraph will attract most at¬ 
tention, because therein Governor Butler de¬ 
clares that lie has “neither wish nor intention 
to ask the suffrages of the people of the Com- 
monweahh” again. 

It will be safe, however, to take this declar¬ 
ation cum grano sal is.

The trustees of 
the bank at their meeting last Saturday de¬ 
clared a dividend of 2^ per cent, the net earn¬ 
ings of the past six months being $14,879 05. 
The deposits, Dec. 30th, amounted to $613,- 
450, an increase of $70,000 during the past 
year. 

A regular freight train has been put on 
the Ware River Railroad this week, leaving 
Palmer at 7 a. m. and running as far as Barre 
Plains, returning at 12.30 p. in. This will 
be appreciated by patrons of that road, as it 
will facilitate the moving of treight over 
the line, but passengers will not enjoy the 
change to any great extent, for by an altera¬ 
tion in the time table made on Wednesday, 
some of the trains are made even slower than 
before. The morning train north now leaves 
at 8 25 instead of 8.15, reaching Ware at 8.57 
instead of 8 48, and Winchenuon at 11.45 in¬ 
stead of 10.35. The afternoon train to YVin- 
chendon is also half an hour longer on the 
road than before. The forenoon train from 
Winchendon now arrives here at 10.55, and 
the afternoon train at 5.50, the latter train 
making the 49 miles in four hours and five 
minutes. Conductor Eveleth runs the new 
freight train, and goes to Wilbrahatn in the 
afternoon to do the switching there, as here¬ 
tofore. 

The record of new buildings erected in this 
village during the past year is not a long one, 
though one ot the most important in many 
years. On Knox street. Postmaster Knox 
has erected a fine dwelling house costing 
some $5000,which is approaching completion. 
Near him, on the corner of Main and Knox 
streets, Treasurer Moore of the savings bank 
also has a commodious house which with the 
lot will cost about $6000. A. L. Hills has 
erected a small dwelling house on Knox 
street, Mr. Griffin one on Pine street, and 
Michael Barrett one on the new street leading 
from South Main street to the New London 
Northern freight depot.

On Main street Lawyer 
Strong has put up a fine business block ad¬ 
joining the Rassowanno House, which will be 
ready for occupancy early in the spring. The 
mill of the Palmer Wire Company, erected 
last spring, is the most important building 
and business enterprise of the year,and prom¬ 
ises to become one of the leading industries 


of the town. The mill has run night and day 
since it was started up, and the business of 
the company is increasing to such an extent 
that it is already in contemplation to erect a 
large addition in the spring. This, with the 
new woolen mill in process of erection, marks 
an important era in the history of the village, 
and is, we hope, but the beginning of the lo¬ 
cation of manufacturing enterprises here, for 
which our village is so well situated and has 
such excellent railroad and other facilities. 
The current year will doubtless witness the 
erection of more dwelling houses than last 
year, to meet the increasing demand for tene¬ 
ments

LETTER FROM SPRINGFIELD. 

A bird’s EYE VIEW OF THE NEW CITY GOV¬ 
ERNMENT. 

Correspondence of the Journal. 

Springfield, January 4, 1883. 

Our new city government, inaugurated this 
week, contains several members who have 
held office in one or the other branches be¬ 
fore, though a larger proportion than usual 
of the lower board are new and untried men. 
Mayor Fuillips served his constituents in the 
common council years ago, and is familiar 
with the history and wants of the city. He 
is a bright man, full of ambition, and lias ev¬ 
ery inducement to make his administration u 
successful one. The general impression is 
that he will be equal to the emergency. His 
city marshal appointment is criticized, and 
time will tell whether life acted wisely. 
The new officer has his reputation to make. 

Alderman Stone, of West, Stone &, Go.,has 
also served several terms in the council, is a 
good business man, and is regarded as one ot 
our best citizens. F. A. Judd, the alderman 
from ward two, has a reputation us insurance 
agent, and is also a graduate from the council 
chamber. He is perhaps the best “political 
worker” in the new government. Reports 
are current that in the late canvass he figured 
behind the scenes as a member' of the city 
committee, and the arrangement of the suc¬ 
cessful slate was largely due to his genius. 
Alderman KirKhum, who represents ward 
four, is the well-known president of the First 
National Bank, and is the only Simon-pure, 
thick and thin, dyed-in the-wool Democrat in 
the new organization. He will have his say- 
in the aldermanic debates, and will exert a 
large influence if he dues not talk too much. 
J. G. Alden, who also lives itt the same ward, 
is a woolen manufacturer, u gentleman of 
wealth, who will greatly enjoy riding in a 
hack in the procession hs the city fathers pa¬ 
rade the streets to inspect the fire department, 
or in honor of distinguished guests. 

James D. Gill, the proprietor of our art 
store,which is an honor to the city, will spread 
his official mantle over wards five and eight, 
the latter having tailed through the multitude 
of candidates to secure a seat in the upper 
branch of the city government. He is an ac¬ 
tive business man, of much versatility of tal¬ 
ent and considerably inclined to spread; lie 
will cover the two wards without difficulty. 
Alderman Call, of ward six, will add weight 
and dignity to the hoard; he is the only mem¬ 
ber who goes over two hundred pounds avoir¬ 
dupois. He attends the fat men’s conven¬ 
tions, has been a member of the council, and 
is a good natured fellow, as most large men 
are. It usually takes a small specimen to be 
a snarl, either in the human or canine famil¬ 
ies. 

Wards three and seven are represented by 
gentlemen both residents of the latter ward. 
Alderman Nye, tine of tne formate two, is 
the only member of last year’s aldermanic 
board ; he proposes to call himself a ward-three 
member and will look after the interests ol 
that neglected locality with a jealous eye. 
Mr. Nye passes for a Democrat, of a mild 
type, but he has read the Republican until he 
imagines himself an independent, and he 
probably is as near that as anything. He 
knows more about first quality ot beef than 
politics, and has found his favorite study more 
profitable than honest men generally do the 
political proolem. J. S Sanderson, the oth¬ 
er ward seven member, is a brick manufac¬ 
turer, and his ability tor governing u city is 
to be developed. The board of alderman, as 
a whole, compares favorably with those of 
former years for ability, and rather exceeds 
its immediate predecessor for style. 

How frequently we fail to appreciate bless¬ 
ings until deprived of them! This axiom is 
freshly illustrated in the case of our late city 
marshal. We knew him a man of ster¬ 
ling integrity, to be sure, but not until lately 
did we conceive the peculiar temptations lie 
was subjected to and successfully resisted, in 
the office just vacated. We learn through 
the press that he was offered $1000 to “let 
up” on a house of ill-repute, but he spurned 
the bribe; that in another case lit; took a $5 
bill a liquor dealer left on his desk for an un¬ 
lawful purpose, and passed it up into the 
treasury of the Union Relief Association, 
where it would do the most good. How few, 
comparatively, could have gone through such 
a fiery ordeal, and come out without the smell 
of smoke upon their garments? Perhaps he 
resisted other temptations that he does not 
reveal, though very likely if he had had ihem 
the reporter would have heard of it, for J. L. 
never seemed to be backward about coming 
forward and telling his victories to the report¬ 
er. If what he says of himself is true,and no 
one doubts it, he has withstood temptations in 
the office of marshal that should make aspir¬ 
ants for such positions shudder, and carefully 
gauge their resisting power before subjecting 
themselves to the test. If Adam had pos¬ 
sessed the hack-bone of our late marshal, it 
would have saved this world a heap of trouble.

Mayou Phillips of Springfield said in his 
inaugural on Monday that the tenure of office 
in the police department “should not in any¬ 
way depend upon the result of a political 
election, but rather upon fidelity and good 
behaviour in office.”

Speaker Marden’s 
speech of acceptance was a model of brevity 
and good sense, and the legislators will do 
well to pattern after him in their winter’s 
work. 

It is reported that the Hudson river tunnel 
frotr. New York to Jersey City is likely to be 
abandoned, in consequence of the difficulties 
encountered and the death of Trenor W. 
Park, its chief promoter. It has already cost 
$1,000,000 and a good many lives. 

The total immigration to the United States 
for 1882, at all ports, was about 785,000 per¬ 
sons, or nearly as much as the total popula¬ 
tion of all our territories, including the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia.

ANECDOTES OF THUBL0W WEED. 

Mr. Weed was an omnivorous reader, espe¬ 
cially of newspapers. Even during his most 
prolonged illness he would have the newspa¬ 
pers of the city, 8 or 10 in all, morning and 
night, brought to his bed and read to him, the 
reader usually one of his daughters or grand¬ 
daughters. The method was to read over the 
head lines, arid the listener would signify what 
he wanted to hear more of. In this way sev¬ 
eral columns a day were got through. Then, 
too, he was hearing ‘Little Dorrit’ again. 
Dickens was one ot his idols. His picture 
hangs over his lounge. ‘I have read through 
all ot Dickens's works, about twenty times, 
and never tire of them,’ he said. 

Mr. Weed, during late years, had been a 
millionure and lie sternly enforced a rule that 
nobodv should be turned away from his door 
in want of food or money. 

The house was besieged by beggars in ev- 
ery guise. Barrels ot sugar, potatoes and 
Hour were kept always open anil packages 
generally put up, and there was a room hail J 
lull ot heaps ot calico, muslin, shoes and un¬ 
derwear.

( ,i Weed sent word that he wished to see Mr.

ed nett lived. The two editors sat a long time at 
n table, and the question was evidently put be- 
, r . tore the Herald proprietor in an entirely new 
light. In parting, Mr. Weed was cordially 
ia t invited to visit his host frequently, at his office 
ni ] mid residence. Nothing was then said in re- 
,| )t gard to the future course of the Herald, but 
r e . that journal came promptly to the support ot 
he the government, and remained earnest and 
ho outspoken against the rebellion. It was

Next Tuesday our Legislature will vote for 
a United States Senator. There is a grow¬ 
ing conviction that no man can make Senator 
Hoar’s place good, and that the State should, 
and will, honor itself by retaining him in the 
position he so ably fills. 


Our new Governor sent a circular to the 
members of the House the other day, advis¬ 
ing against the re-election of Chaplain Wald¬ 
ron—rather a singular proceeding for the 
Governor of a State, but it “sizes up” the 
present executive quite accurately. 


Ex-Senator Lot M. Morrill died at his 
home in Augusta, Me., on Wednesday, in his 
70th year. Mr. Morrill has been prominent 
in public life for many years. He served his 
State in both branches of the Legislature and 
as Governor, was sent to the United States 
Senate, and resigned in 187G to become Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury. The next year he 
was appointed collector of Portland, which 
office he held at the time of his death. 


Those Congressmen who voted lor the river 
and harbor biil think that it is rather “rub¬ 
bing it in” for Secretary Lincoln to send in a 
communication showing that about one-fifth 
of the items in the bill, amounting to $966,- 
000, are of no public importance, and they 
are naturally rather mad about it. We are 
glad the secretary has the courage to show up 
the steal. It will be apt to have a good in¬ 
fluence on future legislation of this kind. 


On Tuesday the United Slates Senate 
passed Senator Hoar’s bill providing for the 
Presidential succession in case of the removal, 
death, resignation or inability of both the 
Pres.dent and Vice-President. This bill 
gives the succession first to the Secretary of 
State, then to the treasury and war secreta¬ 
ries, attorney and postmaster generals, naval 
and interior secretaries. The event of 1881 
showed the need of some provision of this 
kind and the House should pass the bill with¬ 
out dela y. 

A Terrible holocaust of human beings oc¬ 
curred at Milwaukee early Wednesday morn¬ 
ing. The Newhall House, a large hotel, was 
burned to the ground, and of the 110 guests 
and 67 servants 20 are known to be dead, and 
42 are missing and probably buried in the 
ruins. The fire spread with lightning speed 
through the elevator shaft to all parts of the 
house, cutting off the escape of those on the 
upper floors, many of whom jumped from 
the windows only to be crushed on the side¬ 
walks. When will our law-makers stop these 
sacrifices by compelling the use of proper 
safety appliances? 


There was a gathering of about 300 Dem¬ 
ocrats at Boston, Monday evening, including 
some from neighboring States, for the double 
purpose of celebrating Gen. Jackson’s victory 
at New Orleans, and Gen. Butler’s late politi¬ 
cal victory in Massachusetts. The new Gov¬ 
ernor was present and paid a glowing tribute 
to the patriotic services of Gen. Jackson, and 
expressed his acceptance of the doctrine “not 
that to the victors belong the spoils, but that 
the government belongs to its friends.” The 
other speakers glorified Butler “regardless,” 
and gave him as good a send-off as they could 
toward the Presidency in 1884, while the Gen¬ 
eral’s silence on the subject showed at least 
that “Barkis is willin’.”

PARISH REMINISCENCES—NO. 1. 

BY REV. MOSES K. CROSS. 

I chanced the other day across an old pair 
of white double-mittens, (they are of a rich 
cream-color now,) thick and warm, knit for 
me nearly forty years ago, by a good lady of 
Palmer whom I cannot now certainly identify, 
but who has. no doubt, passed beyond these 
eaathly chills to a better clime. I used them 
occasionally for a number of years, in driving 
about the parish, which then embraced the 
whole town, the only Congregational church 
being at the Center; and have used them oc¬ 
casionally since; and they are still in a good 
state of preservation, admired by all who see 
them. These warm comforters (during the 
recent cold weather) have called freshly to 
remembrance some of the old friends ot 
former days, of whom a few still remain, but 
most are “fallen asleep." I recall especially 
the three deacons, Wilson Foster, Benjamin 
Converse, and Lebbeus Chapin,—William, 
Amos and Charles Mason, Chester and Perry 
Hastings, Captain Tim Ferrill,Moses Barnes, 
Colonels Hamilton, Knox and King,Dr. Aaron 
King, Jacob Merrick, John Ward, Frank 
Morgan and many more, all then in active 
life, now silent in death. Some who also 
died in the bloom of life are remembered 
with peculiar interest,—T. Burr Durant, 
Henry Dexter Converse, a member of Yale 
College, Mary Dewey, Joanna King Flint, 
and others. 

I was ordained on the second day of Feb¬ 
ruary, 1842. The examination of the candi¬ 
date took place on the preceding evening, at 
Turner’s Hotel. One incident of the exam¬ 
ination indicates the changes that have 
occurred since that day. Rev. George Trask, 
of Warren, a noted abolitionist, wanted to 
question the candidate as to his views of 
slavery, to which lie (the candidate) was 
ready to respond. Bnt another member of 
the council objected, with some warmth, to 
the introduction of that exciting subject, and 
the question was ruled out by the moderator, 
Rev. Dr. Ely of Monson. However, in as¬ 
signing the parts for the public exercises, Mr. 
Trask was appointed to give the charge to the 
pastor, when he had his chance, and improved 
it, too. “Well, my dear brother,” said he, 
“you will find many sins in the land which 
need to be rebuked, and you must rebuke 
them, without fear or favor;” which was 
just what the candidate was ready and re¬ 
solved to do. 

The sermon of the occasion was preached 
by Rev. Dr. M. P. Braman, of Danvers, 
from the text in Ezekiel, 3:17, —“Son of man, 

I have made tliee a watchman unto the house 
of Israel: therefore hear the word at my 
mouth, and give them warning from me.” It 
was a very impressive sermnn, and when 
good old Dr. Ely arose to offer the ordaining 
prayer, his eyes were filled with tears, so 
that he could with difficulty proceed. The 
singing was led by Mr. Charles Mason, and 
was accompanied by at least three violins, 
bass and double bass viols, and I know not 
what other instruments of music. All but 
one of the ordaining council, I believe, have 
passed away.

February Magazines. 


The beginning of a new story by W. I>. llowells, 
in the Midwinter (February) Century, is a literary 
event, whose importance is increased by tiic re- 
oent discussion of the characters and literary 
qualities of “A Modern Instance." Mr. Ilowello’s 
audience has been held up to a high notch of curi¬ 
osity to see the opening'chapters of “A Woman’s 
lleuson.” The scene is again in Boston, but the 
social atmosphere and the purpose have undergone 
a complete change. Only the slyle remains; but 
even here the reader wi.l perceive the freshness 
of altitude and a new vivacity. The fourth part 
of the “ Lcd-IIorsu Claim,” by Mary ilallock 
Foote, heightens the dramatic interest of this sto¬ 
ry, which will end ill the March number. Each 
part is embellished liy a picture from the author’s 
pencil. Mrs. Burnett’s ‘’Through One Adminis¬ 
tration” is developing a new interest as it nears 
the conclusion. The short story of the number is 
a fanciful tale, by Frank It. Stockton, entitled 
“The Spectral Mortgage.” Leading public ques 
lions receive unusual attention, for which reason 
it is appropriate that the frontispiece should be it 
portrait of George William Curti6 (one of Cole’s 
most successful engravings) an autobiographical 
sketch of the well-known essayist aud publicist 
being contributed by S. s. Couaut, oi Harper's 
Weekly. E. V. Smalley, iu a graphic article, 
throws light on several important "Features ol 
the New North-west," and Edward T. Peters ex¬ 
plains the “Evils of Our Public Land Policy,’ 
which he considers responsible lor the prostration 
of agricultural interests in the Atlantic Slates. 
“A Reception by President Lincoln,” by Rev. C. 
Van Sautvoord, describes a characteiistic scene in 
tbe White House life of Lincoln. Two of llie il¬ 
lustrated articles are noticeable for the number 
and excellence of the pictures, and appeal directly 
to readers who, in one way or another, are inter¬ 
ested in the development of American art. These 
are Mrs. Van Ren&selaer’s study oi “American 
Etchers,” aud Miss Charlotte Adams’s entertain¬ 
ing account of the life of “Artists’ Models iu New 
York.” Other illustrated articles arc George \V. 
Cable’s second historical paper on “The Creol s 
in the American Revolution," and Frank II. Cush¬ 
ing’s second chapter of “My Adventures in Zuni." 
The poetry is exceptionally good and is contrib¬ 
uted by Edmund Clarence Stedinau, Edmund \\. 
Gosse, Richard Henry Stoddard, Joaquin Miller, 
Johu Vance Cheney, James Herbert Morse, and 
Philip Bourke Marstou; and in “Bric-aBrae” there 
is a clever parody entitled “The Song of Sir Pal- 
ainede,” on Swiubourue’s last poem, by Helen 
Gray Cone, the author of the metrical satire on 
Walt Whitman aud Oscar Wilde, in the November 
number. In "Topics cf the Time,” the evil ways 
of money kings are discussed under the title 
“Thieves and Robbers;” aiso, the sensitiveness oi 
Englismen to American criticism; “Law-making 
at Albany;” aud the movement to have works of 
art placed on the free list of the customs tarifl'. 
“Communications,” “Literature,” “Home and So¬ 
ciety,” and “The World’s Work,” treat a variety 
of topics, books, and useful inventions.

A FIRE ESCAPE. 

Dr. G. B. Hawley of Hartford, Ct., makes 
this suggestion for a fire escape. Procure a 
stout piece ot rope capahle ut sustaining 300 
pounds. A quarter-inch hemp rope is strong 
enough, but have it thoroughly tested, and 
have confidence in it. A piece 150 feet long 
will reach double to any height likely to be 
required. Have one end made into a slip- 
noose. Carry this rope with you whenever 
you travel. It is cheap, and will take only 
very little room in a valise or trunk. If tlie 
time should come when you have to use 
it, first lock the door of your room to prevent 
interference from tlie outside. Take the rope 
from your valise. Draw tlie bed up to the 
window. Wrap yourself in a blanket and 
fasten the noose securely beneath the arm- 
pits. Pass the other end of the rope under~ 
neath the side piece of the bedstead and 
through the noose, turning upward. This 
will enable you to lower yourself gradually 
without any strain on the hands, to check 
your descent instantly, and also to suspend 
yourself without any effort. One can lower 
himself slowly and with perfect safely. The 
blanket serves as a protection from the 
flames, and to prevent the rope hurting tne 
body. If a man has his wife with him it is 
an easy matter to let her down first, then 
draw the rope up and make his own escape.

York farmer, and his house was a very hum¬ 
ble one. He learned the business of a cloth¬ 
ier. 

James Buchanan was born in a small town 
among the Alleghany mountains. His father 
cut the logs and built his own house in what 
was then a wilderness. 

Abraham Lincoln was the son of a very 
poor Kentucky farmer, and lived in a log cab¬ 
in until lie was twenty-two years of age. 

Andrew Johnson was apprenticed to a tail¬ 
or at the age of ten years by his widowed 
mother. He was never able to attend school, 
and he picked up all of the education he ever 
got. 

Gen. Grant lived the life of a common boy 
in a common house on the bank of the Ohio 
river until he was 17 years ot age. 

Janies A. Garfield was born in a log cabin. 
He worked on a farm from the time be 
was strong enough to use carpenter tools, 
when he learned tlie trade. He afterward 
worked on the canal. 


WHALEBONE. 


The principal application of whalebone now 
is that in making whips and corsets. Steel 
lias mostly displaced whalebone in umbrellas 
and parasols. Some years ago umbrella ribs 
were made in France of an excellent imita¬ 
tion of whalebone (not distinguishable,indeed, 
till fractured;) but it is no longer heard ot. 
Genuine whalebone is often made wiiite and 
used with garments ot muslin or the like, not 
being seen through these so easily as the dark 
sort. The newest application of whalebone is 
tiiat to hats; it is cut into fine strips and in¬ 
terlaced with straw. Such hats are very dear. 
Another novelty is ‘whalebone ribbon.’ For 
this white whalebone is generally used, 
and tiie shaving is so thin that ordinary print 
can be read through it. It is often colored 
blue, red or green, and used by saddlers in 
making rosettes. Walking-sticks of whale¬ 
bone are also in good demand. The excep¬ 
tionally thick strips cut for this purpose are 
rounded by being drawn through holes in a 
steel plate. Billiard pads of whalebone must 
be very smooth and cut of a certain exact 
thickness. Fishing-rods are made of two 
carefully worked strips of whalebone with 
(hiek silk thread wound aruund them. Pen¬ 
holders and oilier small articles are made ot 
whalebone at the lathe. The hair cut off the 
raw whalebone was formerly used for brush¬ 
es, but it is now mostly replaced by other ma¬ 
terials. It is largely crisped and used as fill¬ 
ing for mattresses. This list by no means 
exhausts the uses of whalebone, which is con¬ 
tinually being applied in new ways .—London 
Times.

CURIOSITIES OF THE OCEAN. 

The bottom of the sea is as uneven as a 
country covered with mountains, and at least 
some portions of it abound in animal life. 
The sun’s light does not go very far down,but 
all the deeper parts are always us dark as mid¬ 
night. The fi->li which live three-quarters 
of a mile below the surface have no 
eyes, as they would be useless. The United 
States fish commission lias, during eleven 
years past, made some two thousand sound¬ 
ings and dredgings on the Atlantic coast, be¬ 
tween Labrador and New Jersey, ot which 
Frof. Verrill ot Yale College has conducted 
about five hundred- His accounts of these 
experiments are full of interest. 

Sometimes these dredges bring up stones 
weighing five hundred to one thousand 
pounds, which have been dropped by melting 
icebergs floating down from the north. Off 
the coast, from Cape Cod and southward, the 
sea lies like a plain, gently inclining d iwn- 
ward, out to from seventy to one hundred 
and twenty miles, where the water is five to 
six thousand feetjn depth. Then the bottom 
drops down like the side of a steep mountain, 
and the water is five to six thousand feet deep. 
The top of this ocean mountain, or higher 
plain, is covered all over with fishes, crabs, 
shrimps, etc., so thickly that a diver’s hand 
could hardly touch the bottom without grasp¬ 
ing some of them. Sharks and dolphins are 
there in countless thousands. The trawls let 
down to drag the bottom bring up so many of 
these living creatures as to show that the 
ocean bed there is carpeted with them. 

If a ship sinks, these animals consume ev¬ 
ery part of it except the metals, and these 
soon rust away. Every bone of man and fish 
is eaten, and the wood is destroyed by the 
borers. The only thing made by man which 
Prof. Verrill found was a child's rubber doll. 
Tiie fish either respected this, or could not 
crush or digest it—probably the latter. The 
deep water is very cold, so that fish found on 
the surface far north live in these lower layers 
or strata of cold water. The codfish takes a 
whole oyster in his mouth, crushes the shell 
with his strung teeth, swallows the inside, and 
spits out the shell. Sometimes the dredge 
shows great mounds of these shells. The fish 
commission has dredged up about eight hun¬ 
dred different species of fish and Crustacea 
(shell fish, crabs, etc.,) of which not half had 
ever before been seen by naturalists. 

The largest individual sheep-owner in Tex¬ 
as is a woman, known all over the State as 
the ‘Widow Callahan.’ Her sheep, more than 
50,000 in number, wander over the ranges of 
Uvalde and Bandera counties, in the south¬ 
western part of the Stale. Their grade is a 
cross between the hardy Mexican sheep and 
the Vermont merino. They are divided into 
flocks of 2,000 head each, with a ‘bossero’ and 
two ‘pastoras’ in charge of each flock. At the 
spring and fall shearings, long (rains of wag¬ 
ons transport the ‘Widow's’ wool to the mar¬ 
ket at Sail Antonio.

Sfeaker Marden gave the House a few 
figures, Wednesday, showing them that the 
present session is behind every other one in 
the last five years, in its business, and remind¬ 
ing members that they ought to work harder. 
The Senate on Tuesday defeated a bill oblig¬ 
ing cities and towns to furnish free text books 
in the schools, after passing it to a third read¬ 
ing. The same body has passed the resolve 
for biennial elections and biennial sessions of 
the Leuislature, hv a vote of 15 to 12. The 
House refuses to legislate on the poll tax 
question, and on Tuesday began a debate up¬ 
on the woman suffrage question, which drew 
a large audience of interested ladies, and was 
continued on Wednesday, when further con¬ 
sideration of the subject was postponed until 
next Tuesday. 

Gov. Butler visited the convicts at Con¬ 
cord, Monday, with the members of his coun¬ 
cil, and after looking through the prison ad¬ 
dressed the prisoners in the chapel, telling 
them they were there for breaking the laws 
of the commonwealth, and that they must im¬ 
plicitly obey the rules of the institution while 
there. If any of them feel wronged, they 
can write to him, the “supreme executive au¬ 
thority,” and he will examine their complaints. 
But he warned them that it will be a hard 
matter to convince him that the new warden 
is wrong in anything lie does. He then took 
the convicts somewhat into his confidence 
and told them he did not remove Warden 
Earle because of their complaints, as he al¬ 
ways heard both sides, but, said he, “before I 
got ready to hear him, he did those things in 
disobedience to orders of mine that caused 
me to remove him from office without know¬ 
ing what your charges against him were.” At 
tbe time of the removal it will be remember¬ 
ed that the Governor said he dismissed the 
warden “because he had lost the confidence 
oi the prisoners.”
